In response to the Office Action dated April 10, 2002, Appellants herewith 
amend the application as follows. 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claim 1 has been amended as follows: 

1. (Twice Amended) A nuclear magnetic resonance antenna 
comprising: 

a plurality of antenna elements, each antenna having an element beginning 

and an element end; 
said antenna elements being disposed radially relative to a center axis so as 
to proceed outwardly from the respective element beginnings to the 
respective element ends to allow a radially directed current flow in each 
antenna element between the element end thereof and the element 
beginning thereof, and exhibiting cyclical symmetry from antenna 
element to antenna element; 
said antenna elements being at least magnetically coupled with each other; 
and 

said plurality being at least five.
